4-H GARDENS 

Larry Beavers, a 4-H’er from the 
Kinston area, is once again planning 
his garden for the upcoming year. 
He has been growing vegetables and 
selling them at the courthouse in 
Elba.

taxes. Net operating loss can be 
carried back three years or carried 
forward up to 15 years or until it is 
used up. You can forego the 
carryback and use the deduction to 
offset income in the 15 years after 
the loss year. If you don’t elect todo 
that, the deduction must be in 
chronological order the following 
years. 

If you carry back a net operating 
loss deduction, you could get a 
refund of taxes paid in previous 
years. You can file the claim for a 
refund any time within three years 
after the due date of the tax return 
for the year of the net operating loss. 

According to Larry Roberts, 
Extension economist at Auburn, be 
sure to get help from a qualified tax 
consultant if you have a_ net 
operating loss. , 


PRUNING BERRIES 

Now is a good time to finish 
pruning your blackberries or 
raspberries, Older canes should have 
been removed after harvest last 
summer. If they were not, do it now 
before full bloom. 

Most primary canes will have 
many side shoots. Prune off the 
terminal part of side shoots, leaving 
them 12 to 16 inches long. This 


increases fruit size and quality.

TIPS FOR GROWING TOMATOES 

The most popular vegetable 
grown in Coffee County gardens is 
the tomato. When properly pruned 
and staked, just a few plants will 
provide an abundance of fresh 
tomatoes as well as make lovely 
landscape plants. 

Here are a few tips to help you 
get high yields and top quality 
tomatoes in the months ahead: 

1, Plant recommended varieties. 
Atkinson, Bonnie’s and Better Boy 
are well adapted for home garden 
use and are all nematode resistant. 

2. Buy good plants. Select plants 
that are stocky, thrifty and disease 
free. Stay away from plants that have 
Spots on their leaves and stems or 
knots on the roots. 

3. Select a site that is bright and 
sunny. Be sure a good supply of 
water is nearby. Prepare soil by 
digging or plowing the area 8 to 10 
inches deep. Remove all grass, roots 
and weeds and mix rotted sawdust or 
compost with the soil. 

4. Before planting, soak the root 
system. If you buy bare root plants, 
soak them in water at least 30 
minutes. If plants are in peat pots, 
soak the roots (peat pot and all) for at 
least an hour. 

5. Fertilize properly. Water 
young plants weekly with a solution 
made from 2 teaspoons of a complete 
fertilizer (8-8-8 or 10-10-10) per 
gallon of water. Sidedress tomatoes 
with ammonium nitrate every 3 to 5 
weeks as needed to keep them 
growing. Use about one tablespoon 
per plant and spinkle in a wide band 
about 8 inches from the base of the 
plant. Begin sidedressing when the 
first fruit is about 1% inches 
in diameter. 

6. Tomatoes should be protected 
from diseases. Your fungicide spray 
program should start two weeks after 
planting and continue weekly 
throughout the season. Some of the 
recommended fungicides are Zineb, 
Maneb and Bravo. 

7. Water the soil often enough to 
keep moisture available to the 
plants. This helps eliminate fruit 
cracking and blossom-end rot. A 
2- to 3-inch layer of mulch will help 
control weeds and _ maintain 
moisture. Sawdust, hay or pine straw 
can be used.

cloth. When the leaves are rubbed, 
the natural oils and waxes on the leaf 
surface will produce a high gloss. If 
the leaves are very dirty, use a 
solution of mild soap and warm 
water. Let the leaves air dry. Then 
polish them with a dry cloth. 

Plants with hairy leaves are more 
difficult to clean. Dusting with a soft 
camel’s hair brush may do the job. 
Occasionally, you may want to try 
syringing with clean, warm water. 
Do not use water that is cooler than 
room termperature. Cold water can 
cause spotting of the leaves on some 
plants. 

You can also buy leaf polishes. To 
avoid leaf burn, water the plants 
several hours before using these 
polishes. Never use any kind of oil on 
plant foliage.

immediately preceding such certif- 
ication, Provided, however, that 
before certifying the amount of the 
tax paid into the state treasury for 
the benefit of Coffee County during 
each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the tax collected in said 
month the charge due the 
department for the collection of the 


tax for the county. It shall be the: 
duty of the comptroller to issue his 
warrant each month payabale to the 
county treasurer of Coffee County in 
his official capacity in an amount 
equal to the amount so certified by 
the commissioner of revenue as 
having been collected for the use of 
the county. He shall then deliver to 
the Coffee County Commission the 
balance remaining. 

For the initial four years after the 
implementation date of the tax, all 
revenues arising from the taxes 
herein levied shall be distributed in 
the following manner: 

25% to the Coffee County 
General Fund 

75% to the county school 
systems. 

The average daily attendance 
formula used by the state to 
distribute state and local funds shall 
be used by the county to distribute 
said educational funds to the school 
systems. 

After the expiration of the initial 
four-year period after the imple- 
mentation date of the tax, said funds 
Shall be distributed in the following 
manner: 

20% to the Coffee County 
General Fund ; 

80% to the county school 
systems. 

The average daily attendance 


formula used by the state to 
distribute state and local funds shall 
be used by the county to distribute 
said educational funds to the school 
systems. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains. 

Section 10. All laws or Parts of 
laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall become 
effective the first day of the second 
month following its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming law. 
However, the provisions of this act 
shall be conditional on the Coffee 
County Commission rescinding the 
one cent sales tax levied by action of 
the Coffee County Commission on 
August 25, 1986. Until said one cent 
sales tax is rescinded by the Coffee 
County Commission, the taxing 
Provisions of this act shall have no 
force and effect.

NOTICE is hereby given that a 
bill substantially as follows will be 
introduced in the 1987 Regular 
Session of the Legislature of 
Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be 
made, to-wit: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
authorizing the county commission 
to enter into service contracts for 
county fire protection; expressing 
legislative intent regarding said 
contracts; and repealing Act 86-718, 
1986 Ist Special Session. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama: 


Section 1, The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 


(1) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 
crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
Suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette, 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section, 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 
federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 

Provided, however, when the 
license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2. Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 


sells or stores « ee - fe 

urpose in Coffee nty an 
oiearettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the: 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amoutit collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. 

Section 4, The proceeds from the 
tax hereby authorized, less the 
actual cost of collection not to exceed 
five per centum (5%) shall be paid 
by the state department of revenue 
tothe Coffee County Commission, on 
a quarterly basis. Five percent (5%) 
of said revenue shall be paid into the 
county general fund. The remaining 
funds shall be placed by the Coffee 
County Commission into a special 
account to be used exclusively for 
county fire protection purposes. The 


county commission shall be 
authorized to enter into service 
contracts with individual volunteer 
fire departments and/or with 
associations which represent more 
than one volunteer fire department 
to provide fire protection to a part or 
all of the county. The compensation 
for said contracts shall be paid from 
funds in said special account. The 
county commission. shall be 
authorized to develop certain 
standards and criteria which shall be 
met by all volunteer fire departments 
with which it enters into contract. 

It is the intent of the legislature 
that said contractual agreements 
Shall be considered as a contract 
between the county and an 
independent contractor. It is the 
further intent of the legislature that 
said volunteer fire departments shall 
not be considered as employees, 
servants or agents of the county and 
the members of the county 
commission and the employees of 
the county shall not be liable in 
either their official capacity or in a 
private capacity for the actions of 
said volunteer fire departments. 

Section 5. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
Stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax. 

Section 6. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly promulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 7, All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 
revenue, relating to the manner and 


'time of payment of the tax levied by 


Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein, 

Section 8. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution. 

(b) This statute shall not be 
construed to apply to cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or uncon- 
stitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains, 

Section 10. The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed.
